are allowed. The full meal may be 
taken in the evening and the colla­ 
tion in the earlier part of the day. 
“Those who are 21 years and ov­ 
er, and who have not yet reached 
their sixtieth year, or who are not 
legitimately dispensed, are obliged 
to observe the fast of Lent. 
Exemptions Permitted 
“All under 
21 and 
those 
who 
have completed their sixtieth year, 
those engage© in hard labor, the 
sick and the 
convalescent, 
those 
who cannot last without injury to 
their health, are exempt from the 
obligation of fasting. 
Those who 
have a reasonable doubt with 
re­ 
gard to their obligation, either to 
fast or abstain, should consult their 
confessor. 
“The use of flesh meat is prohib­ 
ited on Wednesdays and Fridays, 
Saturday of Ember week and Holy 
Saturday. For those who are obli­ 
ged to fast it may be partaken of 
only at their principal meal on the 
other days of the week. 
Those 
bound only to abstain may use 
meat more than once on the days 
on which flesh meat is permitted 
“By special indult, granted by the 
Holy See, June 13, 1915, for ten 
days, working men and their fami­ 
lies may use flesh meat once a day 
on all fast days and days of abstin­ 
ence through the year, with the ex­ 
ception of the Fridays, Ash Wed­ 
nesday, Wednesdays and Saturday 
of Holy week, and the Vigil of 
Christmas. 
“Men serving in 
the 
army or 
navy are allowed by Papal Indult 
to eat meat on all days of the year 
except Ash Wednesday, Good Fri­ 
day, Holy Saturday and the Vigil 
of Christmas. 
Fish and flesh are permitted at 
the same meal.

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OUR “PET” SHORTCOMINGS. 
A great many of us realize only too 
well those 
particular 
shortcomings 
that wield an unhealthy influence up­ 
on us, but which for some reason we 
do not think it necessary to make any 
determined effort to overcome . 
We 
become so accustomed to them and to 
the part they play in our lives that af- 
1er a while we lose sight of their bad 
effects and regard them as something 
I hat cannot he helped. . We 
almost 
lake them for granted and 
because 
they give us the minimum of annoy­ 
ance, as we look upon it, we pay but 
scant attention 
to 
them. 
What we 
forget about them, however, is, per­ 
haps, the only thing really worth re­ 
membering, and that is that they re­ 
tard our progress in no small measure, 
however 
smalland 
insignificant we 
however small 
and 
insignificant we 
one person becomes a prey to ill tem­ 
per, another to indifference, another 
to selfishness, and so on down the long 
and never-ending list. 
But why is it 
not possible to do something to over­ 
come such traits when we know that 
they stand in our way? 
Or, if we do 
not believe that they do stand in our 
way do we not have enough pride in 
ourselves to make the effort to crush 
them out of existence 
when 
wTe are 
keen enough to admit their unj^ppy 
influence. 
Anything 
that 
tends to 
make us unhappy, if it is a moral char-' 
acteristic, may be depended upon to 
retard our progress, whether spiritual 
or material. 
This we do not always 
understand 
just at first, 
because it 
seems absurd to the inexperienced 
person that any more or less harmless 
shortcoming could exercise a potent 
influence upon our lives. 
Perhaps we 
do not take 
into ac­ 
count, however, the 
rapid 
develop­ 
ment of an apparently harmless fault 
into an actual sin, because if we do not 
take heed of the small things in life 
they soon get beyond our control. We 
all have what we sometimes call our 
“pet” faults, that is to say, we have 
certain weaknesses, 
inherent 
in us, 
and because we pay no special atten­ 
tion to them we 
fail 
to realize that 
they are taking deep root in our na­ 
tures and may some time threaten our 
welfare. 
The man who makes a suc­ 
cess in this world must learn, first of 
all, how to control himself; if he can­ 
not put himself under 
control 
and 
keep himself under control, even in 
the most trying conditions, he rarely 
rises to the 
heights 
for 
which he 
strives. 
It follows that if he does not 
correct those 
shortcomings 
that he 
knows are deep-rooted in his nature 
they will burst their bonds and prove 
a menace to both his happiness and 
his prosperity in later years. 
Some of 
us are too lazy to take the trouble to 
even try to master the small, nagging 
faults that develop 
strength 
as we 
grow older. 
In our early years, we, 
perhaps, 
do 
not 
bother 
obliging 
means to bring them into submission, 
and then we are 
astonished 
when 
some day we grow 
into the realiza­ 
tion that, instead of having been re­ 
lieved of their unpleasant influence, 
we are bound to them more than ever, 
and often to our undoing. 
It takes determination, not to say 
moral courage of the highest order, to 
set about the task of uprooting some 
secret fault that lies deeply imbedded 
in our natures. 
The task that would 
have been easy in youthful years be­ 
fore its roots struck deep, becomes a 
difficult one in later life, but we must 
take into consideration also the fact 


t h a t with the years has come also the 
ability to work with greater strength 


a n d better results. It is never too late 
to attempt the task 
of 
overcoming 


those forces which seem to hold us 
down and to keep us from rising into 
the heights for which we are destined. 
It is better to make the attempt even 
if we do not altogether succeed than 
to he content to sit by dumbly while 
our faults 
grow in stature 
and our 
chances of happiness and success di­ 
minish in proportion. 
It is better, al­ 
so, to make the fight to gain the upper 
hand over those personal shortcom­ 
ings that we know threaten us day af­ 
ter day for the reason that such a fight 
means very often the development of 
new strength and 
new 
qualities in 
our lives. It means also the beginning 
of another existence for us, an exist­ 
ence that will be filled with hard ef­ 
fort, to be sure, and one that will also 
be filled to overflowing with the real­ 
ization of duty well 
done 
even at 
heavy cost. But such costs do not mat­ 
ter very much when contrasted with 
the results achieved. They may mean 
struggle, and bitterness, and the re­ 
nunciation of certain hopes that we 
had cherished for many years, but the 
moral strength gained and the broad­ 
er vision attained more than compen­ 
sate. 
Our seemingly harmless short­ 
comings may result in misery and de­ 
feated ambitions unless we learn to 
take them in hand and conquer them 
before they have drained us of cour­ 
age, the high forward look and the 
spirit of good fellowship.

Representative Mann, a prominent 
but not especially lovable republican 
from Illinois, 
has 
declared 
in the 
house that the one thing that “made 
President Wilson the most hated man 
in the United States” 
was the gross 
wastefulness of the present adminis­ 
tration. 
Mr. Mann would find it very 
difficult, we imagine, to establish the 
truth Pf any part of that assertion. 


It is, perhaps, 
not surprising that 
some politicians 
really 
believe that 
President Wilson is “the most hated 
man in the United States.” 
The feel­ 
ing of these politicians themselves to­ 
wards him is accurately termed hat­ 
red. This is true also of the feeling to­ 
wards him of certain groups of people 
whose sympathies lie 
for the 
most 
part outside of America in certain for­ 
eign lands. It may also be true of those 
persons who when they think of Pres­ 
ident Wilson think of him as the man 
ultimately responsible for placing up­ 
on the wealthy a larger share of the 
financial burden of the war. 
When 
we have disposed of these, however— 
some politicians, the foreign sympa­ 
thizers, 
and 
some of the rich— we 
have included nearly all of those who 
hate President Wilson. 
They are but a small minority of the 
people of the 
United 
States. 
Over 
against them can be placed the great 
mass of the American people; and 
among these, 
whether 
or not they 
have been or are the political support­ 
ers of the president, there exists no 
hatred of Woodrow Wilson. 
On the 
contrary, most of them know in their 
hearts that he has played a great and 
good role in the world, 
that he has 
tried honesty and ably to serve his 
people and all mankind and to lead 
them along the path of happiness. 
Even at this stage and in spite of 
recent political developments it would 
he much nearer the truth to call Presi­ 
dent Wilson the best 
loved 
man in 
America than to call 
him 
the most 
hated man. 
And as time goes on, the 
number of those who love him will 
grow enormously and the number of 
those who 
hate 
him 
will 
shrink. 
Doubtless Representative Mann does 
not believe this, but it is true, never­ 
theless.
